I have likewiſe heard of Dr. Nathaniel Fohn/lon's Antigui— 
ties of Yorkſhire, which he was for ſeveral years collecting. 
In whoſe Hands the MS. is, I cannot learn at this diſtance. 
I cannot but be pleas'd with Dr. Plot's making the Improve- 
ment of Natural Hiſtory another thing to be deſigned by his 


Traveller; in that the Diſcovery of the great Works of the 
Creation tends ſo much to the Honour of the Great Creator, 
as well as to the Benefit of Mankind.

There is one Species of this Mineral, which I find not ob- 


ſery'd by any Writers, which is a Product of this our Native 


Country, and that is Rock-Salt, which I ſaw at Leverpool, 


Whither it was brought to be refined. The fineſt Pieces of 
which, in which there was none, or very little of Earthy 
Subſtance mixed with it, reſembled Sugar-Candy. This, U 
hear, is taken out of the Earth at Northwich and other Wiches, 
and probably the Salt Springs, as they run thro' theſe, are

And becauſe this Salt is refined at Leverpool, and a great S 


deal of it and other Salt exported thence, give me leave to 
ſay ſomething of that Place, tho' it be a Diverſion.

ſent flouriſhing Condition thereof is indeed taken notice of 


in the Additions to the Britannia; but when 'tis, even ſince 
that Edition of Mr. Camden s Britannia, vaſtly increas'd by 


the Addition of new Streets and other Buildings, beſides many 
bother things that are obſervable, I ſuppoſe, ſomething fur- 


ther of it will not be unacceptable.

They drive f great a 
Trade to Barbados, Jamaica, and to the Caribee Iſlands, and 
alſo to Virginia, Mary-land, &c. that their Cuſtomes have 


been the greateſt in England, next to thoſe of London and 


Briſtol, and in ſome Vears not long ſince have equalled thoſe 
of Briſtol. Their unſucceſsful Voyages of late, occaſion'd by 
their Loſſes from French Privateers, have not diſcouraged 
them from fetting upon making a Dock or Key ; the ordinary

I might have here taken notice of ſome other Sea Port

Bridlington Key, Stockton on Tees, and, I believe, Whitehaven 
in Cumberland, (tho' for the date of it's riſe, I am uncer- 
tain 3) and poſſibly ſeveral others that I am unacquainted with.

As for Mineral Waters, they are of great Variety in Eng- 


land, and new Springs are frequently diſcover'd; eſpecially 
the Chalybeat and Purging Waters. Fo omit the celebrated 
Springs at Tunbridge, Epſom, &c. I ſhall not need to tell you 
of the Sunningbill Waters, which are of the firſt kind; nor 
of Holy John (commonly call'd Folly John) Waters, of the 


ſecond ſort, theſe being in Ber#fhire, near the Place of your 
Nativity. Beſides the Chalybeat Wells at Polefworth in War- 
wickſhire, at Ouarndon near Derby, and others long lince 
known, there have been fome within a few years diſcover'd 


in thoſe Parts, as at Lichfield, at Cadeby in Leiceſterſhire, near 


Market Boſworth ; alſo at Lathom in Lancaſhire. _ 
I obſerv'd the like near Shifnall in Shrophire, and at Made- 
ley not far from thence adjoining to Severn. Where (par- 

don my Digreſſion) are conſiderable Cole Mines into which 
they deſcend not, as in other Places, into Pitts; but goin 


at the Side of a Hill, into which are long Paſſages, both 
ftrait forward, and from thence on each fide; from whence 


they have dug the Coles: which, by ſmall Carriages, with 
four Wheels of above a foot Diameter, thruſt by Men, they 
convey not only out of the long underground Paſſages, but

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them: a Sight with which ſome years ago I was not a little 
pleas d. The Water that comes out of that Hill, from the 
Bowels of which thoſe Coles were dug, was impregnated 
with the Iron Mine, which is beneficial as Medicinal, yet 
incommodious to the Inhabitants when imploy'd for ordi- 
nary uſe. ' And this they are forced to, when they have none 
other near them.

Oppolite to Madeley, on the other ſide of Severn, lies 
Broſeley, where there is a Pitch made, which as 'tis in the

I cannot but take notice of a Spring near Beverley in the | 


 Eaſi-Riding of Yorkſhire, concerning which I receiv'd this 


Account from a Worthy Phyſician of that Place, that ſome 5 
remarkable Cures had been wrought by it, (which are men- 


tion'd in the Additions to the Britannia) as the drying Scor- 
butic Scurf, and helping in the King's-Evil; But that he could 
not find that it was impregnated with any Mineral by the 
ſeveral Methods which he us'd to that Purpoſe. 
As for Plants that are leſs frequent, it cannot be exſpected 


that I ſhould add any thing to what that late learned Perſon, 
and my honour'd Friend, Mr. Ray has communicated to the 


World, & which he has imparted, in the Britannia of the laſt 
Edition, at they are to be found in each County of England. 


I have ſeen Caratbaies growing plentifully in the Meadows 
or Commons of Heſſell about three Miles from Hull, near 


Humber, which the Poor People gather when ripe, and fell 
to the Shops, and are eſteem'd of equal goodneſs with thoſe 


that grow in Gardens, But the Plant which I chiefly ob- 


ſerv'd for it's Rarity, and could never find mention'd in any 


Herbal, was near 30. Years ſince ſhewn me by a Wood ſide 
belonging to Brampton near Che/terfield, in the Spring time. 
There were many Flowers, without any Herb or Leaf ac- 
-companying them. Theſe roſe from a Root, which ſpred 
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it ſelf ſeveral ways near the Surface of the Earth, of a light 
Spongy Subſtance, conſiſting of ſeveral Joints or Folds, which 
ſomewhat reſembled the Herb of Hors-tail, about an Inch 
from each other, (fo far as I can remember ;) but being kept 
in a Box dry, contracted themſelves, and were near toge- 

ther. The Flower is one round Stalk which is encompaſſed 
a little above an Inch from the ground with abundance of 

long Bellflowers that are red, ſpotted with white (and, if I 
forget not, other Colours, much reſembling the Colour of 
ſome Qrchis's) cloſely joining together, but bending one way, 
ſo that on one part there is a kind of Flatneſs, where the 
Ends of the Bells meet at the Stalk, - ie. 
— The Simplers there ſuppos'd it a Species of Qrebanche or 
Broome-rape ; but tis much different from, and of ſhorter 
Continuance than the ordinary Orobanche. I gave Mr. Ray 
as good an Account of it, as my memory would give me 
leave, a little before he ſet out his Third Volume of his Hi- 
ſtory of Plants, His Anſwer to me was this: The Plant 
« you have deſcrib'd—if it be not the Orobanche radice den- 
« tata major, or the Anblatum Cordi, which grows in ſeveral 
Places of England, is a Stranger to me. As you repreſent 
lt it, it ſeems to have more and ſmaller Flowers than that, but 
I pueſs it is the ſame. If it be the leſſer ſort, I have not 
<« ſeen it in England. But enough of this. 
Our Nation is juſtly celebrated for, and receives vaſt ad- 
vantage by, it's Variety of Metals; much by that of Lead, 
which is found not only in Derby-ſhire, but likewiſe in ſome 
other Countries, and 1s exported into other Nations. Our 
tron is advantageous, as it imploys ſuch Multitudes inW ork- 


1 ing it into ſo many things that are uſeful to our ſelves, and 


alſo from the vaſt Profit that redounds to us from them when 
exported into Forreign Parts. As we have the Oar of this 
Metal in Warwick-faire, Derby-ſhire, &c. and this melted 
down in Furnaces, and after perfected by Forges, and by 

Slitting Mills, and otherwiſe fitted for various Ules, and fur- 
ther wrought at Birmingbam, Sheffield, &c. into Sythes, Axes 
Knives, Locks, and many other things neceſſary and ſervice- 
able: So withal there is in Monmouth-ſoire, or thereabouts 
in Hales, a peculiar fort of Iron, made. of the Roman Cinders 
that remain thereabouts, which is more pliant and malleable 
than any other fort of our Iron, and hence of great uſe for 
Plates of Locks, and the like Uſes. This being convey'd by 
the Seuern to Bewaley, is thence fetched to Hirmingham. 
Might not the Roman Fabrica, mention'd in the Bath In- 
_ N LOL ſcription, 
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ſcription, chiefly make uſe of Iron fetcht from thence, conſi- 
dering its nearneſs? Theſe Cinders your learned Friend Mr. 
Lhuyd obſerves in explaining Jupiter Doiychenus Brit. p.605, 
and Tarrington in England's Impręvement by Sea and Land, 
Me have likewiſe ſome Mines of Copper, as in Cumberland, 
mention'd by Camden, Brit. p. 821, & 833. Which as'tis of 
it ſelf when wrought into Veſlels beneficial ; ſo much more, 
when by the Mixture of the Lapis Calaminaris with it, (which 
is withal a Product of our own Country, being found in 
Mendipp- Hills in Somerſet-ſoire; and alſo in Ochil-Hills in 


Strathern in Scotland, as is Copper, Gamd. Brit. p. 951.) þ 


is made that uſeful Metal of Braſs. This, tho' more pfenti- 


fully near Briſtol, is alfo wrought in this Neighbourhood near 
Biſham, to the benefit of this Nation, which formerly re- 


ceiv'd it from others, | | 


At Biſbam likewiſe ſometime ſince they made Tin-Plates, 


or Iron tinn'd over, (which before had come from Forreign 


Parts, chiefly, as I am told, from Hungary,) and this was per- 


form'd by them with great Exactneſs; yet when it did not 
compenſate the Charges, twas here laid aſide. But certainly 
when Tin is the Product of England, for which Cornwall is 


ſo famous, and we have ſo much of Iron, and now the Art 


is known among us; tis pity, that theſe ingenious and in- 
duftrious Perſons, who are acquainted with this Myſtery, 


had not found fome other Place in our Nation, where they 
might at a cheaper rate have been accommodated with Coles, 


&c. (the Dearneſs of which diſcourag'd them from perſiſting 
here) and reſum'd it to their own Benefit, and to the Ad- 


vantage and Honour of this Country. And 'tis withal pity, 


that things ſo beneficial to the Publick ſhould not meet with

As for Men, among other things Dr. Plot takes notice of 


the Prognoſticks of the Death of the Chief of the Family, 
and inſtances (which Mr. Camden alſo obſerves) in that of 
the Breretons, before the Death of the Chief or Heirs of 
which Family Bodies of Trees are ſeen on a Mere or Lake. 
The report of which put me and others on enquiring of a 
young Gentleman, Son to the then Lord Brereton (about 
45. Years ago) concerning the Truth of this Omen. In an- 


ſwer hereto he gave us this ſhort Narrative; that fome Years 


before, News being brought to his Mother that the Logs ap- 
pear'd in the Mere, ſhe was exceedingly concern'd at it; 


and under that Trouble and Conſternation went to my Lord 
in his Study: who, ſeeing his Ladie's Tears, and Trouble that 


appear d in her Countenance, asked what the Occaſion there- 


of was? She told him the Logs appear'd. He asking, what 


then? She anſwered, that ſhe fear'd his Death nearly ap- 
proached. My Lord was without any Concern, not only as 
a good Chriſtian, not diſmay'd with thoughts of Death, but 
as he ſlighted ſuch Prognoſticks, as ill grounded Fancies, hay- 


ing no Foundation. And withal this young Gentleman 


told us, that for ſeveral years neither his Father died (who, 
if I miſtake not, was then, when he told us this, alive) nor 


any conſiderable Branch of his Family. This I mention to 


euvince on what ſorry grounds ſuch Superſtitious Obſervations 


are built, probably from ſome ill infer'd general Concluſion 
on ſome particular Accident ; and conſequently how little 

_ heed ought to be given to them, © 
Among other things that concern Mankind, that of Wo- 
men having many Children at a birth is worthy of our Ob- 


ſervation. 
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ſervation, Of this therg were, near 50. years ſince, two 
remarkable. Inſtances in Hull, one of a Goldſmith's Wife, 
who had four Children born within the ſpace of a Year, v:z. 
three Children at a Birth, and before the T welve-month was 


expir'd, another: The other more conſiderable of a Poor 


Woman, who had four Children at a Birth, v:z. three Boys, 


and one Girl. The latter was born dead, but the three Boys 
all alive, and all Baptiz'd, and named Shadrach, John (the 
Godfather having forgotten the name allotted to his Godſon) 

and Abednego. The great number of People, Who came to 


ſee this Sight, was of ill Conſequence to the Mother, and 


poſſibly thereby to the Children, none of them living long 
after; both by diſturbing her of her Reſt, making the little 


Houſe damp thro” the Dirt and Snow their Feet brought in, 
in that Winter Seaſon, and by the ill Management of the

to attempt to give any that comes near it, v:z. that of the 
Lady Temple, who liv'd to ſee Seven Hundred of her Poſterity. 


Before I read this, I judg'd that of the Lady Honywood re- 


markable, who liv'd to ſee 365, as many as there are days 
in the Year, of her Deſcendents ; two Hundred of whom at 
one time dined with her, of whom Dr. Honywood, who was 
Dean of Lincoln in King Charles the Second's tyme, was one; 
who told this to a Clergy- man, from whom I receiv'd it.

Tis of uſe moreover for Travellers to obſerve the peculiar 


| Local Wards, and Idiams of particular Countries, (tho' ſuch as 
reſide in them have better opportunities to do it) that they 
and others may the more eaſily converſe with them; but 
 Chiefly, that we may from thence underſtand the Origin of 
our own Language, the Signification of the Names of Places 
and of Families, and other things of this kind, My Reſi-

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dence for many years in York-hire, where the Language was 
ſo different from that of my Native Country, and other Places 


where I had before dwelt, put me upon obſerving the 


Northern Words, wherewith J was before unacquainted ; 
which I imparted to Mr. Ray, after I had ſeen his firſt Col- 


lection of Local Words, "Theſe he afterwards publiſh'd in 
his ſecond Edition thereof, Ae. 1691, together with ſome 


general Obſervations I made upon them. Some of theſe 


later were as follows. (1.) That in thoſe Northern Parts 

they throw away Aſpirates which we uſe ; or rather that we 
uſe ſuch Aſpirates which they reject, and which were not 
originally in our Language, or in thoſe Languages from 


which we borrow'd them. Such is the word Church, aſpi- 


rated by us both in the beginning and end of the Word, 
which they rightly call Yi, from Nga. The Names of 
Kirkby and Kirby ſhew that it was thus pronounced in other 
Countries.

Towards the Recovery of the Courſes 
of the four Great - 


ROMAN WAYS. 


T is the general voice of all our Hiſtorians that four 
great Roads or Streets ran from ſeveral points croſs this 

ſland; but writing long after they were made, and in 
ignorant times, they have left their accounts of them 


fo obſcure and uncertain, both as to the courſes they held, 


and the names they were known by, that it is no wonder 


if we, who come ſo many ages after them, are ſtill in the 
dark, and ſo much at a loſs to trace any one of theſe Streets 
from the beginning to the end of it. And indeed I now 


conclude it is impoſſible to do it without great interruptions, 


time and other accidents deſtroying every day more and more 
of their mouldering remains. ME f un 


As for their Authors, no body now queſtions but they | 
were the Romans when Maſters of this Iſle, and the ſtory that 
fathers them upon Molmucius and Belinus, two Britiſh Kings, 


is intirely exploded. To fix their names here, and endeavour 
at the 1 


tymology, would be wholly to waſt time, ſince we 
have nothing but dubious conjecture upon that head. There- 


fore I ſhall not detain you with any thing of that nature, 
but refer you to what has been already ſaid by Mr. Camden,

Neither ſhalt trouble you with all that our Hiſtorians have 
told us of theſe ways, fince they generally tranſcribe, and take 
what they have upon truft, from one another, bur confine 
my ſelf to that account we have of them in Ranulphus Hi- 
22 Polychronicon a, and the MS. in the Cottonian Librarys 
called Eulogium, as the moſt diſtinct and perfect. The former 
nevertheleſs ſeems to be uncertain, and not confiding much 
in what he had collected gives us two different deſcriptions 
of the firſt; and that he has been miſled in all four will be 
very evident to thoſe that will be at the pains to follow him.

Notwithſtanding theſe overſights this Scheme is ſufficient 
to give us ſome, and, as I believe, the beſt directions we 
ſhall any where meet with in following theſe antiquated 
Mays. By it the Foſſe appears to have gone from Jotteneſſe 


thro' Lincoln to Cathneſſe; Wattlingſtreet from Dover to 


Chefler ; Ermingſtreet from the Southermoſt part of the Iſland 
directly North; and Ictnild from Eaſt to Weſt. And this 
account, I believe, we ſhall find in the general to be true, 
tho' not altogether without it's Errors. In ſhort, the only | 
means to recover the tract of theſe Ways, beſides what we 
may pick out of our Hiſtorians, is diligently to trace what is 
ſtill left of them where any footſteps or names of them are 
yet apparent; and where no ſuch are to be found, by ob- 


ſerving where they ſhow themſelves again after any diſcon-

Barley to Icaldun, and ſo by Hogmagog hills, and over New- 
market Heath to Ikefworth not two miles South from St. Ed- 
mundsbury, and perhaps this /ke/worth was the true Villa 
Fauſtini, or Bedericheſworth, the latter part of which word 


is the preſent name of it, and ſeveral pieces of Roman money 
have been found there &, but none, as I can learn, at Bury, 
or any other reliques of the Romans. Yet I muſt confeſs the 


Regiſtry of the Abby places the Villa Fauſtini, in all appear- 
ance, ſomewhere near the Abby. But what memorials or 
tradition the Monks had for ſo doing, we cannot now deviſe.

One reaſon why we meet with no vgſtigia of the Street in 


this part of the Country may be the firmneſs of the Soil, 
which made it unneceſſary to raiſe it above the common le-

And tho' we now meet 


with theſe ways on ſeveral Heaths and firm grounds rais'd to 


. a high pitch, where it might ſeem intirely needleſs and loſt 


labour to carry them on with ſo much uſeleſs coſt and toil, 
yet if we duely conſider thoſe places, we ſhall find them to 


have formerly been all, or moſt of them, great JYoods, and 
_ conſequently not ſo dry and ſound as at preſent, In ſuch 
places alſo they might be caſt up as a direction thro* thoſe 
difficult paflages.

I have 
obſerv'd, ſays the Author, where it runs over nothing but bare 
Mountains and plain Heath, that there it conſiſts of nothing 
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but Earth caſt up, but where it comes to run thro woods, there
